Washington, D. C., March 24.—[Special.}— 
The Guggenheim smelter trust and its al- 
leged political domination in Colorado will 
be brought tomorrow before the bar of the 
house of representatives with a view to a 
thorough investigation. 
Congressman John A. Martin of Colorado 
has prepared a resolution providing for the 
investigation and he will press action upon 
it without delay. 5 

Mr. Martin recently induced the house to 
adopt a resolution calling upon the attor- 
ney general to report what action was being 
taken with reference to the prosecution of 
this trust. The attorney general replied 
that there had been an investigation of the 
alleged trust a year ago and that no such 
combination existed. 

Says Two Findings Conflict. 

Congressman Martin asserts that the find- 
ings of Mr. Wickersham dre in conflict with 
those of Thomas R. Hennehan, commission- 
er of mines ot Colorado. In a letter to Mr. 
Martin, Mr. Henehan says: 

“ The Guggenheim interests absolutely con- 
trol the buying, smelting, and sale of all 
the metals in Colorado.” 

“If the grip of this gigantic trust could 
be shaken off, Mr. Martin says, Colorado 
mining would be born again. Before the 
trust was formed we got two and one-half 
times as much for zinc as we get today. 
One-half the Emelters iir thé state of Colo- 
rado were dismantled by the smelter trust. 

is capitalized at $100,000,000, 70 per cent 
of which is nothing but water. The miners 
are compelled to pay 7 per. cent of this 
$70,000,000, and there is no compensation. 
If this ts not a trust in restraint of trade, 


what is it?" } 
Congreseman Martin says that conditions

Influence on Politics:

mining industry and controlling the mar- 
kets and fixing: the prices to both the pro-

Congressman Martin says he has personal 
knowledge, of the disastrous and utterly de- 
structive physical evidences of the existence 
and operations of the smelter trust..

He urges that the 
situation which has developed between Lou- 
islana and Texas can only be reached by ad- 
‘ditional legislation, and that the commission 
in its decision has usurped the powers of the 
congress. 

Commissioner Harlan dissented from the 
majority opinion on substantially the same 
basis, as he holds that the majority opinion 
is insecure,“ because it ows from a process 
of reasoning that is a mere construction 
rather than an administration of the law. 

Commissioner McChord dissents radically 
from the majority, intimating directly that, 
in view of the approaching determination of 
the Minnesota, Kentucky, and other state.

such principles as are embodied in the pres- 
ent case. He says the conclusions reached 
are “ both erroneous and unnecessary.”

“My position is that this commission 
Should confine itself within the four corners 
of the law of its creation, usurping neither 
the legislative function of the congress nor 
the judicial power of the courts.” 


ANOTHER BOMB MAILED TO 
JUDGE IN THE BRANDT CASE. 


Package of Explosive Detected in Mails 
and Opened Without Blowing Up— 
May Have Given Police a Clew. 


New York, March 24.—Although it has be- 
come known that the police are in possession 
of a second bomb mailed to Judge Otto A. 
Rosalsky of the Court of General Sessions, 
the trial judge in the Brandt case, detectives 
-would not disclose today on what clews they 
are working to solve the mystery of the two 
attempts upon the life of the jurist. 

The new bomb, which was detected in the 
mails and kept intact, coupled with threat- 
ening letters sent to Delancey Nicoll, attor- 
ney for Mortimer L. Schiff in the case of 
Folke E. Brandt, Schiff's former valet, are 
believed to have encouraBed the police to 
renewed efforts in running down the sender. 
An inspector from the bureau of combusti- 
bles took the package and opened it with 
such precautions that an explosion was 
averted. With the materials intact, it was 
hoped that some clew to the sender might be 
found. Postoffice inspectors were called 
upon to help, but they are as reticent as the 
detectives.as to what progress is being made.

Packers Fear Conviction.

New York, March 24.—In the sixth annual 
report of the Carnegie Foundation, twenty- 
two medloal schools throughout the country 
have been dropped during the year. Of these 
five in Chicago have been listed as unworthy 
and have passed out of existence. They were 
unable to stand the Nght of publicity, ac- 
cording to the report. 
The five Chicago schools as listed are: 
American Medical Missienary col- 
lege. 
Illinois Medical college. 
Reliance Medical college. 
National Medical unfversity. 
College of Medicine and Surgery. 


Others May Be Dropped. 
There is no question that a strict enforce- 
ment of the preliminary requirements and 
an insistence upon the laboratory and clin- 
ical tagilities demanded by the state law will 
still further feduce this number in the fu- 
ture,“ says the report. 
The report pointed out that no vigor hed 
been employed in the effort to force the Chi- 
cago schools to live up to definite entrance | 
requirements and other conditions prescribed 
by the state law. | 

“In general the senee of public obligation 
to the cause of education appeare to be 
stronger and more widespread than ever, but 
the time has plainly come when private and 
local initiative needs more guidance from the 
point of view of the state and of the nation.”’ 
Such was the conclusion reached by Presi- 
dent Henry 8. Pritchett. 


Endowment on Increase. 
The endowment amounted at this time to 
$12,128,000, comprising Mr. Carnegie's orig- 
inal gift of $10,000,000 in 1905, an accumule- 
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tion from income of $1,123,000, and $1,000,000 
regeived in 1911 as the first installment of 
Mr. Carnegie’s additional gift of $5.000,000 in 
1908. 
Of the income of $590,000 for the year 1910- 
1911, $526,000 was expended in retiring allow- 
ances and pensions, $36,000 in general admin- 
istration, and $16,000 in educational publica- 
tion. Thirty-one retiring allowances and 
seventeen widows’ pensions were granted, 
increasing the number in force to 378. Allof 
the new allowances were granted to persons 
connected with institutions that are on the 
accepted list of the foundation. 


Add School in 1911. 
This list now includes seventy-two unver- 
sities, colleges, and schools of technology, 
the University of Virginia having been “we 
during the year. 
President Pritchett emphasizes the neces- 
sity of administering the Income of the foun- 
dation strictly according to the rules that 
have been framed, and from a survey of the 
history of pension systems, urges upon the 
colleges themselves a sense of obligation to 
their old and disabled professors at least 
equal to that shown by business corpore- 
tions.

The companies writing employers’ labil- 
fty insurance seem now to be on the verge 
of a rate war following their attempts to 
keep together in view of the workmen's com- 
pensation laws that have been paseed in a 
number of states and the changes that have 
been made in employers’ lability legislation. 
The approximate fncome of the liability com- 
panies is something like $25,000,000 a year. 

The workmen’s compensation service and 
information bureau is composed of a num- 
ber of the companies writing liability busi- 
ness, but during the last few months new 
companies have entered the field and others 
have begun writing this clase of business. 

The bureau attempted to get in some of the 
outside companies and had secured the as- 
surance of the Globe Indemnity, the Massa- 
chusetts Bonding and Insurance company, 
and the New England Casualty; that they 
would join Apr Until April 1 it was 
decided that members of the bureau could 
suspend rates on Habllity lines. The Globe 
Indemmity was organized as’ the casualty 
running mate of the big English fire insur- 
ancecompany, the Liverpootand London and 
Globe Insurance fompany. 
A. Duncan R 
GSilode Indemnity, during the week in a long 
jetter expressed surprise that the bureau 
threw open rates during March and insisted 
that the proposed rules as to new rates apply 
in states where there are new manual rates 
as well as in other states. 


Rate Baling Aitacte 0 
Mr. Reid cha that the throwing off of 


rates had affected the renewals due in April, 
_ which had complicated the situation. The 
three companies therefore announced that 
they would not join the bureau. The bureaw 
holds that the new conditions which have 
not heretofore been mentioned have been in- 
jected and these conditions are of such nature 
that the bureau cannot accept them. The 
situation is a serious one, in view of the fact 
that the insurance commissioners have in- 
sisted on higher reserves and have been 
strenuous in exacting that the companies 
protect themselves against all danger. The 
workmen’s compensation laws passed in the 
various states have caused additional ex- 
posure to the companies and the rate war, it 
$s stated, will have an nene effect in 
weakening the companies. j 

The war has not yet reached 8 and 
local managers are endeavoring to avert 
trouble if possible. The liability business is 
one of most hazardous that insurance 
companies write, and in view of the increased 
competition, caused by new companies enter- 
ing the field and others taking up the line, it 
was felt necessary by a number of companies 
in order to preserve ‘themselves to stand 
together. 


Agents Must Have Licenses. 

Supt. Potter of the Uunois insurance de- 
partment is requiring life insurance. agents 
to have licenses for every company in which 
they place business, and also rules that all 
“helpers” must have licenses. This has 
caused considerable comment in Chicago. 
The different agents are attached to their 
respective companies and are licensed by 
them. They take the ground that when they 
find it necessary to place business with an- 
other company they simply act as brokers, 
as do the fire insurance agents who place 
business with other offices. They are re- 
sponsible to ‘their own companies, and ip 
handing over ‘applications to other agents the 
former assume no ty other than 
that of a broker. *

agents to assert the rs are not responsi- 
ble to the assured and are merely time savers 
for the agents.

Unable to Make Up Losses, 


The fire insurance companies take the po- 
sition that they will be unable in these rate 
regulation states to increase the rates to 
meet the higher loss ratios because the au- 
thorities will not permit them to do 80. 
They claim that the state authorities feel 
taht the people will object to any rate in- 
crease. The fire companies have objected 
all along to rate regulation laws in view 
of the political features. If it were possible 
to have a tribunal to sit in judgment, which 
was not subject to politics, there would be 
no objection on the part of the insurance | 
companies to state regulation. 


LITTLE “INTERESTS” SHOW 
BIG’ INCREASE IN TEN YEARS. 


Statistics by Census Bureau Give Au- 
tomobile Industry Greatest Per- 
centage of Advance. 


Washing em D. ot March 24.—-An in- 
creased tendency toward diversification in 
manufacturing industries in the United States 
is shown in statistics covering the ten year 
period ended with 1600; compiled hy the 
census bureau. The less important industries 
of the country showed greater percentages of 
increase than the more important ones. 

By far the highest percentage of increase 
was noted in the automobile industry. Ex- 
ceptionally large increases were credited to 
the copper, tin, and sheet iron industries. 
Large decrease in the average number of 
wage earners Was shown in the iron and 
steel, blast furnaces, sugar, and molasses in- 
dustries.

$1,370,568,000; second is foundry and machine 
shop products, with $1,228,475,000; third, lum- | 
ber and timber products with 81.

INDIANIANS TO BACK HIM 


| Local Forces Favor Site at Calu- 


met River, Others at Indi- 
ana Harbor. 


When the Chicago real estate board com- 
mittee, the railroad men, the city plan com- 
mission delegates, and various shippers 
start their arguments against Lieut. Col. 
George A. Zinn’s harbor plan at this morn- 
ing s hearing in the federal building they 
will find the army engineer supported by a 
delegation of. fifty persons from Indiana, 
possibly including Gov. Marshall. 

The Indiana contingent will come before 
the United States board of engineers 
crammed with arguments in favor of estab- 
lishing the principal freight harbor for Chi- 
cago at Indiana harbor. . 

Of chief importance is the claim that last 
year the industries in the district that would 


de served by this harbor contributed 11,500,- 


900 tons of freight, which will be increased 
in succeeding years. Incoming freight at 
that point last year amounted to 500,000 tons. 


Would Deepen the Calumet. 

The contingent, made up chiefly of men 
from Indiana Harbor, Whiting, and East 
Chicago, named at recent massmeetings, also 
will favor Lieut. Col. Zinn’s plan for the 
deepening of the Calumet river, inasmuch as 
the district there to be served furnished 
3,500,000 tons of freight last year. They 
will point out, further, in line with his rec- 
ommendations for publicly owned piers and 
docks, that Indiana towns have made a start 
in this direction. 

Gov. Marshall is expected to pledge the 
active assistance of the state of Indiana 
in the furtherance of the Zinn plan. 

The delegations from the Chicago bodies 
approve specific features of the army plan, 
but unite in opposition to locating the har- 
bor so far from the city. 


Boost the Calumet Lécation. 

Fourteen ‘of the trunk lines recently have 
agreed to take over the old Chicago belt line 
with terminal at Calumet river, and adapted 
for harbor location at the mouth of that river 
instead of the more distant point. 

Similarly the real estate board has ap- 
proved the sanitary district turning basin, 
the “inner harbor,’ on the line of this belt 
instead of five miles farther out on the line 
of the Indiana Harbor belt, as proposed by 
the army engineers.

Commerce Commission Will. Take 


Up Lambermen’s Complaints. 


HEARING TO BEGIN TODAY. 


Shippers Charge Roads’ Systems Are In- 
accurate; Scales Will Be Tested. 


A general investigation into the system of 
weighing cars employed on all the railroads 
of the United States will begin today at a 
| hearing to be conducted by Chairman C. A. 
Prouty of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion in the Federal building. 

The hearing is the result of a complaint 
made by the Lumbermen's association of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., which is indorsed by 
twenty other lumbermen's associations, de- 
sides the National’ Hay association, the Iill- 
nois and Wisconsin Retail Coal Dealers as- 
sociation, and the Northwestern 1— 
ers’ association. The question has been up 
on a number of occasions on complaint of 
individuals, but this will be the first time it 
has béen the subject of a general inquiry. 

As a part of the investigation a miniature 
track scale, similar to those in use on rail- 
roads, will be set up as an exhibit to show 
the parts which wear out first, how the scale 
is affected by the weather, and other con- 
ditions which tend to make the scales in- 
accurate, 


Claim Scales Are Inaccurate. 
It is contended by the compiainants that 
the scales in use by the railroads are gen- 
erally inaccurate, not properly installed, and 


is done by employés of the carriers, on whom 
no responsibility rests, switchmen, train 
crews, or yardmastérs. Another point raised 
la that in case of an error it is imposible for 
the shipper to determine what the exact 
weight was either a week, a month, or a year 
later. 

The weights, it is claimed, are taken in hap- 
hazard fashion, oftentimes when the car is 
still moving over the scales, and with the tare 
weight of the car frequently so obliterated 
by chalk marks it can scarcely be read. 


How Weighing Should Be Done. 

„What we want is an actual weight,”’ said 
Ernest L. Doing. secretary of the Lumber- 
men's association of Grand Rapids, who 
made an investigation of conditions in all 
parts of the country for @ year before the 
complaint was filed. “ Whether this accu- 
rate weight shall be secured by government 
supervision is a point that has not yet been 
determined. 

“In Minnesota the weighing is done by 
state weighmasters located at all points 
where there are railroad scales. I under- 
stand this statute was passed after an expert 
weigher employed by the state had discov- 
ered an excess of 1,800,000 in favor of the 
carriers In a test of 3,000 cars taken at ran- 
dom.”

This compromise hag not been decided 
upon definitely, but it was conaidered one 
loophole by which there would be no strike 
on April 1 or a suspension of operations un-

Whether or not this plan is adopted, the 
crisis in the coal situajion of the United 
States will be reached this week.

ALOON influence in politics was de- 
nounced yesterday in scores of Chicago 
pulpits. The meetings were under the 
auspices of the Christian Dndeavor union.

It was estimated by 
leaders that at 20 meetings speakers touched on 
the work of the brewers and distillers’, organ- 
ization as it has been disclosed in Chicago poli- 
ties and in the state legislature. 

“The Lorimer investigation revealed,” as- 
serted Walter R. Mee, president of the union, 
“that the liquor interests were the largeat con- 
tributors to the jackpot fund. Why were they 
so liberal“with their money if it was not to in- 
fluence legislation?”

At a union good citizenship rally in the after- 
noon at Waveland Avenue Congregational 
church, in which ten churches participated, Ed- 
ward B. Davidson, superintendent of intermedl- 
ate work in the Christian Endeavor union, said: 
„The United Societies are the most active of 
the saloon’s political allies. Their recommen- 
dations as to legislative candidates should be a 
guide to good citizens as to whom to vote 
against primary day, April 9.”

Ew ORLEANS, . La, March 24.—"It is 

to the man or woman with a really good 
appetite that the charming old Creole 

city appeals,’ writes truly one who is in 

a sense one of the exploiters of the city 

—we should like to say a spieler for this 
most interesting place. New Orleans has 
achieved the enviable distinction of being the 
‘one city Qin the United States in which the 
appetite receives a prompt and just attention.” 
The name that undoubtedly stands first inthe 
wide world as regards New Orleans is that of 
Begué. The restaurant.so named is as much 
a place to visit as Napoleon's tomb in Paris 
or the Coliseum in Rome. The tourist seeks 


it first; the business man in New Orleans takes 


his visiting friends there, reluctantly 88 
the necessary two or three hours needed fo 
the Begué breakfast. 

This eating house is strangely situated. It 
serves but one meal a day to a limited number, 
all of whom sit at the one table in the old 
room for which it is a close fit. In forty years 
it has hardly changed in a single particular. 

When fame has come to other eating. places 
they have sought larger quarters. When a 
locality loses prestige and its habitations pro- 
gressively decline in the character of their 
occupants, while their architectural features 
crumble and rust, successful people are likely 
to desert it. But not Begué, who is said to be 
rich encugh to do anything he would care to do 
in his old age, and this seems to be to make 
the meal at his place as sociable as possible.

He stays where he is and the world of 
fashion, art, literature, and the play climb the 
narrow and old sanded stairs, having dared the 
waréhouselike entrance, and come into the one 
primitive little room for the famous 11 o'clock 
breakfast. This was originally served to the 
butchers of the French market, after the busi- 
ness of the day was over, as it is today by 
that hour in the market.

But of all those written, the effusions about 
the Begué liver, which is served about the 
middle of the meal, emphasize what is the 
most characteristic plat served here. 

Many a cook in communities far away from 
New Orleans, as well as in the city here, tries 
to cook liver after the Begué manner. But one 
of the reasons why it is so unlike the real thing 
is that the liver is not cut right—it is not thick 
enough. The secret other than this is in frying 
it in deep fat, as most things are fried in New 
Orleans. The recipe has been printed. among 
others in the souvenir which we buy there.

Liver a la Begué.—Secure a fine bit of calf 
liver, fresh and of good color. Skin well. Have 
a quantity of lard in a frying pan, well heated. 
Slice the liver in thick slices. Place in the 
lard and let it cook slowly after seasoning 
with pepper and salt. Let the lard cover the 
liver. Simmer on a slow fire and when cooked 
drain off the grease and serve on a hot plate. 

This is not crisp, as most cooks make it; 
neither is it soggy. It is tender, and it has 
inspired innumerable lines of verse and toasts, 
which begin something like this:

Fitzpatrick Says Unions Have Finan- 
celal Difficulties. 


John Fitzpatrick, president of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, yesterday threw cold 
water on the agitation for a Chicago labor 
temple, which was started recently by the 
Women’s Trade Union league. He told del- 
egates representing seventy organizations 
that ‘existing economic conditions discounte- 
nance such a venture. 

As a result the men delegates voted to leave 
the project entirely in the hands of the 
women, The. women did not like these side- 
stepping tactics, and it was necessary to 
take a rising vote to dispose of the matter 
decistvely. 

The labor leaders assembled in Colonial 
hall, 20 West Randolph street, in response 
to a call sent out by the Women’s Trade 
Union league. Miss Mary McDowell, vice 


president and chairman of the temple com- 


mittee, presided, 


Miss McDowell Makes Plea. 


“ Al) the league wants is the top floor,“ 
she said. We want plenty of light and 
air. Perhape we wil) utilize the roof for en- 
tertairimentsa We want a library, a dance 
hall; aud a restroom for girls who work in 
the loop district.” 

A system by which such a home for work- 
ers could be secured was the theme of the 
meeting. Delegate Fred Hopp of the cigar 
makers’ union suggested getting an associa- 
tion composed of the friends of labor to fur- 
nish money for the building. 

Other delegates advanced the proposition 
of -cotperative ownership. They said the 
temple should be built, owned, and controlled 
by organized labor. 

Miss McDowell insisted President Fitzpat- 
rick, who had not taken part in the argu- 
ment, present his view of the plan. 


Fitzpatrick Against Scheme. 

I did not come here to talk but to listen 
and learn,” he said. But I do not believe 
the spirit of cobperatlon exists in this city. 
If you will show me the rank and file of work- 
ers want a labor temple I Will alter, my 
opinion. But I do not believe they are ready 
to put their money into such a building. The 
struggle among the workers is too hard to 
make even the project of a labor temple 
practicable. at thig time. 

The rank and file of labor are not ready 
to even put their money into their own organ- 
izations. Many officials are compelled to 
conduct raffles and dances to keep up ex- 
penses. Some are behind in their per capita 
tax to the American Federation of Labor.“ 

Miss McDowell said she did not agree with 
the federation president. She proposed the 
appointment of a committe of nine to gather 
data as to how other cities had secured labor 
temples. Edward N. Nockels, secretary of 
the federation. them moved that the matter 
be left entirely with the women.

Cardinals have not heretofore figured on 


the official tables of precedence, either of 
the federal government or of the various 
states, possibly because there has never, un- 
til last Christmas, been more than one at 
ta time, and secondly, because it was desired 
to avoid appearing to discriminate officially 
in favor of one creed at the expense of an- 
otner. 


Now, however, a different situation has 


arisen, and as there is little or no official 
precedent in this country for the precedence 
of cardinals it may be as well to mention 
how the problems in this connection are 
solved abroad, especially in England, where 
the state church is Protestant, and in Scot- 
land, where the offical church is Presby- 
terian. 


In the first place it is necessary to call 


attention to the fact that the point raised 
about discrimination in favor of one church 
at the expense of another cannot be said 
to apply in the case of cardinals. They 
are something besides ministers of the gos- 
pel and ecclesiastics. Indeed, a cardinal is 
not necessarily a priest.

Is Cordially Received.

‘ NTEREST in the New York Philharmonic 
society's first Chicago concert wee 90 
great that Orchestra hall was sold out 
yesterday afternoon. Tt is possible that 
the participation in the program of Jan 

Kubelik by way of a final farewell had some 
influence upon the attendance. But the as- 
sumption that the musical public was also 
curious to hear America’s oldest orchestra, 


led by/ Josef Stransky, the latest importe- 


tion in European conductors, is not witheut 
foundation. In any case their reception was 
marked by evidences of cordial approval. 

It is with regret that one recorda the con- 
viction that the Philharmonic society owés 
its distinguished position in the musical 
affairs of the country chiefly to ite age 
Seventy years of history entitle the orchestra 
to a measure of respect which-may not be 
claimed for it on purely artistic grounds. 
The performance furnished abundant evi- 
dence for the unquestioned supremacy of 
the Boston Symphony orchestra in the east 
and for the partiality of New York’s music 
lovers for that organization. 

However, the Philharmonic ts a good or- 
chestra t nota great one. The first violins 
achieve a beautiful tone in pianissimo, and 
a vigor that in a measure compensates for 
a lack of distinction in greater dynamic in- 
fiections. The second violins are character~ 
less, but the violas and cellos surpass the 
violins in refinement, and the basses rival 
the admirable choir of the Thomas orches- 
tra. Excellent artists sit at the bassoon 
desks, but the other wood-wind players are 
mediocre and the same may be said of the 
brasses, the great first horn player excepted. 


— 


Conductor Stransky is a man of force and 
originality, as his interpretations of the 
Freischüta overture, Liszt's symphonic 
poem, “Tasso,” and The New World 
symphony of Dvorak abundantly demon- 
strated. Hence the admirable discipline of 
the orchestra is not surprising and the occa- 
sonal departures from ideal standards of 
precision were few, unimportant, and evi- 
dently to be explained by the weakness of 
individual players. As examples, one may 
cite the occasional transgressions against 
the laws of intervalic relation of which the 
wood-wind and brass players were guilty. 

Great breadth and unusual flexibility of 
tempo were the technical means adopted by 
Mr. 
of the well worn Webér overture from the 
traditional interpretation. He accomplished 
thereby an emphasis of both the romantic 
and the dramatic elements ef the work 


that yet did not endow its familiar themes 


with new meaning. Far more significant was 
his exposition of the not too obvious beau- 
ties of Ligst’s Tasso.“ The rhapsodic and 
extempore feeling of the introduction estab- 
lished the mood of poetic exaltation which 
colors the various transformations of the 
Venetian folk-song that supplies the composi- 
tion with its most important theme. Tem- 
perament and fantasy are demanded for its 
adequate presentation, and Mr. Stranaky 
possesses both attributes in abundant meas- 
ure. 


phony, however, that he achieved his most 
impressive results. He brought to light a 
wealth of contrapuntal interest not discove 
ered by other interpreters of the symphony, 
yet supported them with an unfailing dlarity 
and grace in the presentation of the dominant 
melodic line and with qualities of rhythmical 
life and accent that possessed racial signifi- 

cance. One felt convinced that this music 
is fundamentally and typically Bohemian; 
that only a Slav can fully apprehend its 
rhythmic characteristics. 

For the more conventional reading of the 
slow movement it is possible to advance as 
excuse the limitations of the orchestra. The 
unconvincing changes of tempo that deprived 
the first movement of continuity may be 
founded on the conductor’s knowledge of the 
composet’s intentions expressed to him per- 
sonally but not confided to the score.

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AIN'T MUDDY: 
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Pitcher Lavender of Cubs Earns 
Sobriquet of “Iron Man' in East.

EMPHIS, Tenn., March 24.—[8pe- 
cial.]—Georgia has given baseball its 
„peach in Tyrus Raymond Cobb, 
and may yet give the fans of the 
major league a second “iron man 

like- unto McGinnity if James Sanford Lav- 
ender lives up to fhe reputation he made be- 


‘ fore joining the Cubs, somewhat egainsat the 
will of its sponsors. 


Lavender is a native of Georgia and bails 
from Montezuma, where he first saw the 
light of day on March <u, 1885. In the East- 
ern league, from which he was graduated 
to the Cubs, Lavender earned the sobriquet 
of “iron man by filling the role of ready 
rescuer in addition to pitching in bis regular 
turn or oftener. He would not have had a 
tryout with the Cubs this spring but for the 
interposition of the national commission. 

Obtained by means of the draft from Prov- 
idence last fall, Lavender was almost imme- 
diately turned over to the Montreal club in 
part payment for Ward Miller, who was pur- 
chased from the Royals earlier in the see- 
son. But Montreal belongs to the same 
league as well as the same class of leagues 
in which Providence is included. Objection 
was made by the Rhode Island club against 
having a pitcher taken from its ranks only 
to be dumped unceremoniously into the lap 
of a rival club without trial and with no 
chance to bid for his return. The national 
commission vetoed the deal and remanded 
Lavender to the Cubs, with orders to give 
him a trial, and if found wanting to give 
Providence first call on his services, unless, 
of course, some other major league team re- 
fused to waive on him. 


— j 
Lavender was a nonbaseba!! playing col- 
legian when a lad. He attended Georgia 
Tech., entering in sophomore year, and un- 
dertook the course in mechanical engineer- 
ing. That he was serious in his search of s 
profession is evidenced by the fact he was 
not considered any kind of a pitcher, while 
in college. He pitched a few games for his 
class team in interclass ehampionship af- 
fairs, but never made the varsity nine. It 
was not until afterward that he discovered 
he could pitch. | 
In 1906 his professional career began in 
the South Atlantic league asa member of the 
Augusta team. Ed Ransick was managing it 
and decided that Lavender would do. In 
1907 the Georgian went to Danville, in the 
Virginia league, and was a team mate of 
Martin Walsh, but that is nothing against 
Lavender. The next year found Lavender 
a Jong way from home in Holyoke of the Con- 
necticut ieague. Thsre he was under the 
tutelage of Jack Tighe, now manager of the 
Louisville Colonels.. In the fall of 1908 


Lavender was draited by the Providence club 
into the Hastern league and there remained 
until rescued by the national commission 
via the Cubs. 


—~o- 

‘While in Providence, Lavender served 
under three masters, but not simultaneously. 
Hugh Duffy had charge of the Clam Diggers 
in 1900, the first year Lavender pitched for 
them. Then Jimmy Collins was made man- 
ager and held the job until the middle of 
last season, when he was superseded tem- 
porarily by Jakey Atz. 

In spite of the discouragement of working 
with a losing team, Lavender’s record’ was 
a good one. In 1900 the team finished in the 
first division, and he won nearly 60 per cent 
of his games. The last two years he was 
there Providence was a  tailender, yet 
Lavender was returned a winner in nearly 
half the games he pitched in both seasons. 

Last year the records show he worked in 
forty-nine battles, and he was credited with 
nineteen victories, twenty-two defeats, and 
one draw by the official accountant. That 
gave him a pitching record of .463, while his 
team was winning only 35 per cent of its 
games and was below.the middle in béth 
batting and fielding. 

The Providence team played 188 games, 
and as Lavender pitched in forty-nine of 
them he came close to working every third 
day, and from that willingness to make a 
truck horse of himself he gained the title 
of iron man.“ N 

Lavender is a spit ball hurler by reputa- 
tion and makes that style of delivery his 
„leader when displaying his goods on the 
lab, but he has both a fast ball and a curve 
to hand out when the batsmen least expect 
them. He ie of medium build, 5 feet 10 
inches tall, and weighing around 165 pounds, 
but has shown that he possesses both the 
speed and endurance of a taller and a 
rangier pitcher.

Jakey Atz, who winters in New Orleans, 
was loud in his praise of Lavender’s work, 
and Jakey was manager the last part of last 
season. He says the reason Lavender 
worked so hard was because the Georgia 
pitcher, along with the rest of the team, was 
anxious to help Jimmy Collins keep the job 
of manager, and Lavender volunteered to 
work whenever he could help the team on 
that account. Scouts from the St. Louis 
Browns, New York Highlanders, and Brook- 
lyn looked Lavender over during the season 
and two offers were. made to purchase him, 
but both were refused by the club owners 
When the drafting season arrived the Chi- 
cago club was the only one that put in a draft 
for Lavender.
